Dy particular roquest, the Georgia bill 
came up. So did Senator Schurz. He 
approved of almost all propositions which 
tended to complicate questions, because the 
more complication the more offices, the 
more offices the more patronage, and the 
more patronage the more fees. lle knew it 
wasan alluring precedent which was offeged 
them in the action of the Legislature of 
Georgia, retaining itself for double the 
term it was clected to serve. But it was 
the duty of Congress to resist temptation, 
He used the word duty advisedly. Gentle- 
men might sneer; but he could tell them 
that the public would not stand the inflic- 
tion of such a Senate as that which he saw 
before him fora day longer than it was ob- 
liged to by law.

Ile admit- 
ted that this was a pun; but appealed to 
Punchinello upon the point of the propriety 
of puns, Reform, he would say, was a 
„plant“ of slow growth. Ile had sown it; 
and his colleague, Mr, ——, had watered it;

Taking an amalgam of zine containing 
thirty per cent. ee: he added an equal 
volume of a solution of bi-chloride of piat- 
inum; this, after caretul shaking for some 
time. he poured into an earthen vessel con- 
taining water. lydrochloric acid was em- 
— to dissolve all the excess of zinc. 
in the bottom of the vessel there 
ores collected a voluminous brilliant amal 
gam of hydrogenium and mercury, exactly 
similar to the well known ammonium 
m. The amalgam immediately in- 
creases in volume and the hydrogen at the 
same time rapidly escapes. but without 
oder. This hydrogen has active properties 
— to = 2 water. : also 
reducing and other properties as 
explained by Professor Graham. Dr. Loew 
stated in addition that 150 2 of 
hydrogen escaped from the amalgam ; this, 
however, was under circumstances where 
much of the hydregen was unavoidably
